Philip Hoffman, a son of John and Sarah (Goodwin) Hoffman, was born in Monongalia County VA 
February 18, 1797 and died Barbour County WV January 9, 1879. He married Aletha Summers in 
Monongalia County with a bond dated August 26, 1820. Aletha Summers, a daughter of Reverend 
Alexander and Mary Ann (Vingar) Summers, was born February 1, 1799 and died in Preston County VA 
April 17, 1849. 


They ar numerated in the 1830 census of Monongalia County. They lived in what is now 


Clinton District of Monongalia County until about 1845, when they moved to Preston County. 


Philip married Phoebe Ann Goff in Preston County VA (WV) January 19, 1854. Phoebe, a 


daughter of Salathiel and Malinda (Garner) Goff, was born in March and died in Marshall County WV 
January 17, 1904. 


They ar numerated in the 1860 and 1870 censuses of Preston County. She is enumerated in 


the 1880 census of Barbour County and the 1900 census of Marshall County. She is buried Greenwood 
Cemetery, Wheeling, WV. Phoebe had a son William Henry Taylor Goff and a daughter Mary Jane before 
her marriage to Philip Hoffman.

65,51 101", dark complexion, black hair and black eyes.

Nelson had served in the Mexican War as a Private of County B, 13th Regt. U.S. Inf.; 
enlisting at Morgantown Apr. 5, 1847 and serving until discharge at Mobile, AL Jul. 15, 
1848. His description at enlistment: age 20, 51 11", fair complexion, brown hair and blue 
eyes. He also served in the Union Army during the Civil War as a lst Lieut. of Comapny A, 
Ist Regt. WV Cay.; being enrolled at Romney Nov. 24, 1861 and discharged at Buckhannon Jan. 
2, 1865. He was promote9 from Sergt. to 2nd Lieut. Apr. 2, 1862; then to lst Lieut. Oct. 
1,1862. 
Nelson was an editor and publisher of The Moraantown Post; was cc-owner with Henry M. 
Morgan and they were proprietors of the paper for more than 30 years. He represented 
Monongalia County in the WV Legislature; was a member of the Masonic Order, the 100F and 
several other organizations.

buried Mt. Zion U.M. Church Cern., near Marquess, Preston County. 

Francis served in the Union Army during the Civil War as a Corporal of Company D, 3rd 
Regt. WV Inf.; enlisting at Newburg, Preston County Jun 21, 1861 and serving until 
discharged on disability Feb. 13, 1863. His description at enlistment: age 25,51 9", dark 
complexion, black hair and blue eyes. He was wounded in the knee at the second battle of 
Bull Run resulting in the loss of his left leg.
